Marlene Snekett, women's health care 
. spccialist-for'thc-local-Famjly-PlBnning 
Clinic of the South-Central District Health 
Department, said the services arc the result 

evidence. 

Until the last-few months, the clinic did 
not give oral contraceptives to women over 
35 because it. was considered a 
cardiovascular risk. Sacked said. 

Sackett said the federal Food and Drug 
Administration's Maternal Health Drugs 


Advisory Committee recently concluded 
that ' women over 35 who use oral 
contraceptives arc only at risk if they 
smoke or have certain diseases like 
diabetes and hypertension. 

The commidcc also said that previous 
experience with increased cardiovascular 
risks to oral contraceptive users was related 
.to pills tha't-arc no longer available. 

Kate Ruddon, spokespersurv for (he 
-American Collcgc_of Obstetricians and- 
Gynccologists in Wa.shington. D.C., 'said in 
0 telephone interview that the college has 
found no conclusive evidence that pills 
pose any incrcascd risk to healthy women 
over 35. 

“We've been saying (fiat for quite some 
timej’ Ruddon said. 

The clinic also recently began giving 
women coppcr.lUDs that are much safer 
than the Daikon Shield. Sacked said. The 


Daikon Shield, a widely used intrauterine 
device of the 1970s and early 1980s. was 
found to cause' health problems for users. 
The device is no longer sold or 
manufactured. 

"It's not as dangerous as the one before," 
Sackett said. 

Sacked said the clinic docs offer tc-st-s for 
infections and docs a lifestyle screening for 
"sexually active” women. 

Although the lUDs arc not well suited for 
women who have several different sex' 
partners, they pose no problems for women 
with stable relationships, she said. 

Despite the contention by anti-abortion 
advocates, who say the lUD is an abortion 
device. Sacked pointed to studies showing 
that copper lUDs primarily prevent 
fertilization. ’ ■ 

' Ruddon .said a second function of lUDs 
are to prevent a fertilized egg from 


attaching it-sclf to the uterine wall. 

"It is controversial," she .said. 

Sackett said the health district's Twin- 
Falls clinic serves about 1 50 wpmen^ a 
month. ■ ' ’ 

The clinic ofl'crs birth control counseling 
for women and children 14 years old and 
over. Although 14-ycar-old girls can 
receive birth control without parental 
consent, the clinic .sfiow.s films and gives 
individual counseling. .Sackett said. 

"It helps them decide what they want and 
it's kind of a viihies clarification for tlieni,"-- 
she said. 

Sucked said she has seen only four or 
five girls who have not already been 
sexually active, and most girls are at least 
16 or 17. 

Clients arc charged on a sliding foe 
schedule accortling to their income, she 
said.

It hasn’t been a very strong season 
for “Hallmaik Hall of Fame.”, that 
traditional haven for some di* the 
finest TV dramas over the years.
